Ido not understand it—no 
one understands it. A woman 
had been suffering for years 
with broken ribs that were 
moved out of place and would 
not heal up. .A sister under the 
influence of the Holy Spirit and 
with the power of God thrilling 
through her arms and hands 
Prayed for her and passed her 
hands over the affected _ parts 
and those ribs were moved back 
together, grew up and never 
have given her any more trou- 
ble. P 

When Jesus was walking the 
roads and paths of Galilee, 
Samaria and Judea He only had 
to speak the word and the sick 
were made well; the blind eyes 
were opened and the deaf ears 
unstopped. There is no expla- 
nation that will touch the sub- 
ject. No teaching, no reason- 
ing, no science, and no guessing 
can make any approach to a 
satisfactory explanation of 
God’s dealings with the human 
body in case of sickness in an- 
swer to the prayer of faith and 
by the power of God. To at- 
tempt an explanation would be 
futile. But it is an acknowl- 
edged fact that Jesus did heal 
by His miraculous power, and 
He does do it today just as sure- 
ly, whether any one can offer an 
explanation or not. It is useless 
to attempt such a thing. The 
blind man of the early days of 
Christianity made a_ heroic 
statement when he said, “One 
thing I know, that, whereas I 
was blind, now I see.” And that 
is about as far as anyone can 
goin explaining the power of 
God. 

People who have been healed 
have explained that they felt 
some kind of movements in 
their bodies while the healing 
was in progress, and ,often a 
thrill of power and glory has 
passed through their bodies in- 
stantly and afterward found the 
disease had entirely disappeared. 
Some fiave been healed so 
gradually that the sick one could 
not detect anything but after a 
few days or weeks the sickness 
was all gone. This is in har- 
nony with the Bible statement, 
“began to amend.” 


Healings are very common 
now. When I embraced the doc- 
trine of healing in the atone- 
ment the same as forgiveness of 
sins as a part of my religion 
nearly thirty years ago there 
were not so many healings, and 
when one here and there was 
healed by divine power it cre- 
ated quite a wide interest and 
sometimes a real sensation. I 
was inexperienced, but God non- 
ored my little faith and quite a 
lot of people were healed, be- 
sides the good work that was 
done in my own family. We did 
not have to wait for the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost to get the 
benefits of God’s power for heal- 
ing. -Many were healed by the 
disciples before the Holy Ghost 
‘was given, and many have been 
the healings among people who 
never talked in tongues. 


When we remember that 
healing ‘is a part of our religion 
and belongs to the Church~ of 
God it seems to make it easier. 
It becomes quite natural to us 
now. We never think of medi- 
cine or physicians when we get 
sick; we think only of prayers 
and healing. Wedo not ex- 
pect anything else but results 
when prayer is offered, hands 
jaid on, and the anointing with 
oil. We do everything the Bible 
tells us to do and a deep satis-

it the safest. I am afraid of 
medicine. Much of it is poison 
and more injurious to health 
than a benefit. Doctors them- 
selves do not agree in their use 
of medicine. They algo differ 
as to what the disease is, and 
this makes it all the more dan- 
gerous to trust them to admin- 
ister remedies. They only form

I have often thought of our 
great throng of young people 
and children who are growing 
up under the teaching of the 
Church of God.

return ticket at one-half of the nor- 
mal one-way fare, if presented not 
later than three (3) days after the 
date announced as the closing date of 
the meeting; Sunday not to be counted 
as a day in any case. Certificates, how- 
ever, will not be honored when issued 
in connection with tickets sold to 
persons who reach a meeting after 
the last date arranged for the atten- 
danee of the Special Agent. 

When a meeting is held at a dis- 
tant point to which regular transit 
limit exceeds three days, certificate 
will be honored if procured within 
number of days transit limit pre 
seribed in one-way tariff as appli- 
cable from place of meeting to station 
at which certificate was procured. 

Return tickets issued at the re 
duced fare will not be good on any 
limited train on which such reduced 
fare transportation is not ‘honored. 

TRANSIT LIMITS AND STOP OV- 
ERS: Return tickets will be subject 
to the same transit limits and stop 
over regulations as apply on regular 
one-way tickets.

We are endeavoring to teach the 
girls housework.

They kneel and 
pray for the dear ones who send in 
the clothes they wear and the food 
they eat. What ever is given is high- 
ly appreciated and we believe that 
every one who gives to the orphan 
child will surely not lose his or her 
reward.
